Yesterday’s doings in regard to the State 
Savings Institution are in brief as follows: 

An examination of the assets, made by the 
Assignee, has shown them to be worthless to a 
degree beyond Taz Trisunga’s former esti- 
mates. Apparently not more than $600,000 
Will be realized from all sources. 

During the day a meeting of the creditors was 
held, at which a committee, including among its 
members L. Z. Leiter and John Wentworth, 
was appointed for the purpose of consulting 
with the Assignee and of calling a gener meet- 
ing of the creditors. They had their conference 
with Mr. Taylor, and have called a meeting for 
to-morrow night at the Tabernacle. 

An examination of the records of the bank 
shows that two days prior to making the assign. 
ment, and ata time when they must have 
known that failure was imminent, several of 
the Directors who had given no their 


stock had theee 
them, and the stock turued over to the bank. 


Nothing has been heard from Mr. Spencer, or 
from the missing Cashier and bis assistant, 
Bulkley. In view of the frauds perpetrated by 
Mr. Spencer, who has evidently swindled the 
bank out of amillion or more of dollars, his 
return may not be expected. 

The run upon the Fidelity continued, but it 
was quite mild, but little money being paid out; 
and the flurry will doubtless die out by Satur- 


day.

INSIDE THE BANK 
the same busy but quiet scene was going on 
that has distinguished the place ever since the 
smash-up. Col. Taylor was there at an early 
hour, and bis assistants pegged away at the 
books all day. One of the regular bank book- 
keefers was also on hand, and was able, from 
his knowledge of the books, to render material 
assistance. The work in hand was the comple- 
tion, if possible, of that undertaken Wednes- 
day,—the sifting of the private accounts and 
the listing of the assets, scheduling of the col- 
laterals, etc., etc.,—and the clerks cot so far as 
to be ready to take the footings on 
the notes held by the dank. The 


schedule of this particular line was 
made out under three heads: unsecured 
notes, i: e., promissory notes, bill receivable, 
taken by the bank without security; notes secured 
by collaterals; and notes secured by real estate. 
From the opinion expressed by the Assignee, it is 
thought the unsecured notes will prove of more 
account than people were at first disposed to im- 
agine. No definite obimon can be had as to the 
collaterals and real estate, for the reason that the 
abstracts were not examined. The work of vaiua- 
tion will be commenced this morning, and it is 
possible that before night something of & more 
definite and perhaps cheering nature will be 
known. One thing whic. tended to interrupt the 
clerks in their labors yesterday was the circulation 
of rumors to the effect that Col. Taylor was in a 
fair way to be superseded by a committee appoint- 
ed, or to be appointed, by the mass-mecting of 
creditors.

There is nothing particularly 
strange about this, seemg that those present were 
Spencer, Smith, Turher, Goodwin. Bulkicy, and 
Guild, who had previously adopted the resolution 
in the stockholders’ meeting. 

The same gentlemen figured at another meeting 
of the Board the nex! morning, when a resolution 
was adopted directing the purchase of Goodwin's 
twenty shares, in payment for which the bank was 
to cancel and surrender Goodwin's note for N. 000; 
dated Nov. 2. 1876, indorse $1, 000 of interest due 
on his note of $10, 000, dated June 20, 1874, and 
extend the note to July 1. 1878, at 10 per cent. 

The same six tried to meet the next morning, but 
rdjourned for lack of business. 

ON SATURDAY, THE 25TH, 
they were found in their piaces, and, on motion of 
Mr. Goodwin. the Board autnorized A. D. Guild to 
occupy the premises No. 280 West Jackson street 
ae custodian for the institution, rent free, until 
May 1, 1878. 

Then came the meeting at 5 o'clock Saturday 
aftemoon, at which Turner presided, and Spencer, 
Smith, Goodwin.

The Board then adopted the resolution assigning 
all its property to Abner Taylor in trust, to convert 
the same into mopey, and, after deducting his 
reasonable charges and expenses, to, pay the 
creditors in full, or, if that was impossible, pro 
rata. The resolution also contained a rather un- 
necessary clause to the effect that, if there was 
anything left, after paying charges, expenses, 
and creditors in fail, ioe Assignee shoulda 
pay over such overplus to the stockholders 

rorata. Then follows, inthe reportof the meet- 
ng, the form of the assignment, which has already 
been published. 

Mesers. Smith, Turner, Goodwin, Bulkley, and 
Guild turned up on the morning of the 27th, but 
Spencer was not there. No business was done, as 
far as the record discloses, and tbe genticmen ad- 
journed. The same is true of an attempted meet- 
mg on Tuesday morning, In the afternoon, how- 
over, the five Trustees came together, and passed a 
resolution providing that the assignment take effect 
immeaiately upon its delivery. The meeting then 
adjourned without date.

THE ASSETS. 
SPENCER’s HOUSB. 

Now that it is discovered that Spencer is 
heavily indebted to the bank; that not only has 
he borrowed money from it and put up value- 
less collaterals, but that he has plundered it 
outright, it becomes a matter of interest to the 
depositors to know if he has any property 
which can be seized on and made available 
towards the payment of his debts. Un- 
fortunately. there doesn’t appear to be any 
probability that anything will be obtained in 
this quarter. Tus Trisuns stated yesterday 
that he had conveyed to John Q. Adams, of New 
York, aiot of land owned by himin Hyde Park. 
There still remained, however, the house in 
which he lived, near the corner of Egan and 
Prairie avenues, which, with the ground it oc- 
cupied, was quite valuable. For the purpose of 
seeing what interest Spencer bad in this prop- 
erty, the records were. yesterday searched, but 
with a rather unprofitable result. It appears 
that he bought this property, a hundred feet 
south of Egan avenue, April 15, 1872, from 
Fred W. Springer, paying for it $30,000—$10,000 
down, and a trust-deed for the remainder. 


The trust-leed was paid off Sept. 1, 1873, and 
Springer released the property. Nov. 21, 1876, 
Mr. David D. Spencer, being then engaged 
to Miss Susan A. Dennis, conveyed to her 
for “love, affection, and $1,” the 2 in 
question. The deed was recorded » 14, 
1876,—the date of the marriage. This prop- 
erty, it appears, was bought before Spencer 
went into the State Savings Institution, and 
the trust-deed cleared off soon after he got the 
controlling interest therein. It is doubtful 
whether the convevance, made s0 many 
months ago, can be impeached; and this piece 
of property cannot be looked on by the credit- 
ors as constituting a part of the assets. 

THE STOCKHOLDERS’ LIABILITY. 

There is, however, a little comfort from an- 
other cuarter,—the liabilities of the stockhold- 
ers. Every person who was a stockholder six 
months prior to the date of the fail- 
ure is responsible for the indebtedness 
of the bank to the face value 
of his shares. At the meeting held Satarday a 
shameful effort was made on the part of several of 
these individuals to get from under and shirk their 
responsibilities, but the actionon the part of the 
officers of the bank in surrendering and canceling 
their notes and taking back the stock which they 
had held will net stand for a moment. It will be 
set aside by any court in Christendom. Unfor- 
tunately, some of the heaviest shareholders have 
nothing. Bulkley's 500, Guild's 500, and Newton's 
100 will produce nothing, but with some of the 
others the case is di@erent. John . Adams, of 
New York, has fifty which he ought to 
pay for. Ray, of Turner and “Kay, 
has sixty, which be tried to shove off on to the 
bank. but which he will have to pay upon. Good- 
win has twenty-five, he paid twenty back into the 
bank and still holds five, but he will have to pay on 
all. Mr. Robert Bayard, of New York, a weaithy 
capitalist, largely interested in C real 
estate, had 200 shares which he did not dispose of 
until along in the spring, and „000 or 80 t 
to be gotten out of him. r. Smith bas uy 
shares on which he ought to pay $5,000. W. I. 
Turner has vinety, which are equal to $9,000. 
Tarner & Ray jointly hold forty-four, and C. B. 
Shedd hasten. Outof all these, the depositors

The stock was fully paid un During the past two 
yeurs there had been little or no dividend paid, and 
when Mr. Turner wished to borrow from the bank 
he had to pay the usual interest. He had spoken 
to the President, Cashier. and Assistant Cyshier, 
and they had all assured him over and over again 
that the pank was fully able to meet all its engage: 
ments. For this reason he had felt no fear. The 
reason ven for the non-deciarafion of a 
dividend was that bank wies re- 
ducing the valuation of considerable real 
estate on which advances had been made, and car- 
rying the money to surplus account. Mr. 
Turner fully expected that, if therd should prove 
to be a deficiency, as seemed now almost too cer- 
tain, he would have to pay what assessment might 
be made. He bought the stock as an investment, 
knowing the liabilities attached to it under the 
law, and looking for dividends. It was a very 
great pity that the bank s affairs nad been conduct- 
ed as they had, and Mr. Turner regretted it ex- 
ceedingly. He was prepared to face the music, 
and to up the amount for which he 
was liable, if called upon so to do. In. 
his opinion, derived from tae bank officers, there 
were about 13,000 devositors, the average de- 
posits being from $250 to $255. He knew not 
of the way in which the irs of the bank 
been managed, but had always felt the greatest 
confidence in the officers. 
IF THOSE SOUTH PARK BONDS 

were only getatable it is quite probable they 
could disposed of to advantage, and 
that the roceeds would go some ways 
towards making it easy for the depositors.

Third National Bank; John DeKoven, Cashier 
Merchants’ National Bank; Sol. Smith, President 
Merchants’ Savings, Loan & Trust Company, as 
Board of Trustees, or such of them as could be in- 
duced to act. 

Your Committee beg leave to report that 
they visited some of the — * lawyers of 
this city, and were advised that a debtor, acti 
under the law at the last session o 
the Lemslature, was entitled to select and appoint 
hisown Assignee. The Assignee, after his — — 
ment, has twenty days to file a bond, which to 
be double the amount of the property which he is 
to take charge of. This bond bas then to be ap- 
proved by the County Clerk, who has discretionary 
powers in the maiter. The bond, once ap- 
— can be set aside only in case it can 

shown in court that the Assignee makes im- 
roper use of his position. The only thing your 
mittee could do, under the circumstances, was 
to request the County Clerk (who was represented 
by Mr. Young—Gen. Lieb being absent at Gereva 
Lake) to notify your oT (Messrs. Hitcheock 
& Dupee) in order that Mr. Taylor's bond might be 
ay tested before being approved. 

Mr. Taylor's inventory and valuation of assets of 

the bank may be examined by your attorneys, and 
will be, as his bond is regulated by this 
valuation. 

The depositors are invited by Mr. Taylor to send 
a committee into the bank to oversee or co-operate 
with him m some way, in order to allay any doubt 
or suspicion of his integrity. Your Committee 
would suggest to the depositors who appointed ua, 
and to all others, that, should any committee be 
appointed, it de made up of men of tne highest 
standing as bankers, whose practical knowledge of 
the will be such as to enable them to pro- 
tect the interests of the depositors, and all or 
either, of the gentlemen above-named are emi- 
nently quali for the position. Appoint. by all 
mean, men of the greatest financial responsibility, 
whose large means and life of integrity among you 
will give the confidence to the management of the 
State Savings itation it has so long enjoyed 
and so little d&erved. 

It may be that such gentlemen will deciine to act 
with Mr. Taylor, and toe lend their honest 
names and influence where the shadow of suspicion 
remains. In that case, your only course would be 
to unite in a petition to throw the bank into bank- 
ruptcy, which would require the co-operation of 
three-fourths of the depositors, representing two- 
thirds of the liabilities. This course should be the 
last one to take, we are legally advised; andif the 
depositors still lack confidence in Col. Taylor. your 
only course is to appeal to his sense of honor and 
honesty to vacate the place now held by him, and 
transfer it to others, who should be the real choice 
of the depositors.

Now the law 
dec des that all assets shall be divided 
pro rata. Mr. Taylor has twenty days from the 
date of tus appointment in which to prepare a re- 
port. and must give a bond to fulfill his duties faith- 
fally. It he fails to do so the courts will appoint 
an Aerignee. 

After some further conference, it was decided 
that Mr. Sherman, on behalf of the depositors, 
should demand that the Assignee allow a commit- 
tee of three—an American, an Irishman, and a 
German—to be present in the bank while the pa- 
pers were undergoing examination.

About two weeks ago I was called upon to 
advise relative to the State Savings Institution 


making an assignment. It was stated to. me 
that there was a possibility of the Institution 
being obliged to do so, or go into bankruptcy. 
Mr. Spencer stated that he bad had a careful 
statement of assets prepared, and, after mak- 
Ing all proper deductions, he thought he could 
realize 90 cents on the dollar, and perhaps a lit- 
tle more than that. I stated to him that I 
could give no advice as to the propriety of con- 
tinuing business. He offered to show me a list 
of the assets, but I said to him it was not worth 
while, as I had not sufficient information to 

of their value; but that if the necessities 
of the Institution rendered an assignment or 
an application to be declared a bankrupt 


necessary, that I thought an assignment 
would be preferable. He stated that he 
was making efforts to raise some money 
in the city, and from day to reported to me 
some of the efforts he was making to obtain a 
loan of money. I understood other parties were 
assisting in the effort to obtain such loan. The 
amount he desired to raise was $300,000. I 
have no knowledge of his efforts to raise mone 
excepting as was stated tome. I had no know!l- 
of the amount in the bank, and was never 
informed by Mr. Spencer, excepting that within 
three or four days before the failure he told me 
that he had sufficient funds to enable him to go 
along two weeks. I know fromthe reports that 
the bank was pa to its depositors some- 
where from $5,000 to $10,000 a day.

I asked him if 
he had consulted any person relative to accept- 
ing the tion of Assignee.

Smith and Mr. Turner should endeavor to ar- 
range a loan here, and that Mr. Spencer should 
goto New York and endeavor to raise $300,000 
there. I had no further conversation with Mr. 
Spencer before he left for New York. He was 
to telegraph on Tuesday to the officers of the 
bank whether he had succeeded or not. On 
Monday Dr. Smith and Mr. Turner were busy 
ali day endeavoring to raise money, and I be- 
came satisfied that 
THEY WOULD NOT SUCCEED. 
T expressed my doubts to the officers of the In- 
stitution as to the advisability of taking money 
unless they were satisfied they could obtain suf- 
ficient here and in New York to carry the bank 
On Tuesday, Dr. Smith and Mr. Tur- 
ner had doubts whether they could negotiate a 
loan here, and they came to the conclusion that 
Mr. Spencer would not be able to make a loan 
in New York. After the close of banking hours 
they decided to make tne assignment, and re- 
uested me to send for Col. Taylor. I sent for 
4 naa and they delivered the assignment 
to him. 
Since Mr. Spencer left I have heard nothing 


of him or his whereabouts. It was not expected | 


that he would communicate with me in any 
manner whatever. Mr. Guild and Mr. Bulkley 
were in the bank when I lefton Tuesday. I had 
no intimation that they were going out of the 
city, and have not seen nor heard anything of 
them sinve. 

In my different interviews with Mr. Spencer I 
was aware that he was not stating to me all that 
he w about the bank, but I supposed he was 
telliig me the truth so far as be did make 
statements to me. [ am now satisfied that 
some of the statements that he made to me 
were not true.

A PLAN. 

A reporter met 3 gentleman yesterday whose em- 
ployes had over $4,000 in the State, and as he had 
a plan for a settlement of the estate, which seemed 
to be a good one, the wrote itdown. It 
was eubstantiaily as follows: 

Let the affairs of the bank, said he, be put if@the 
hands of competent bankers as rustees, 
and let them make a thorough 
vestigation and find out the 
the property. Then let a number of men substribe 
a sufficient capita! stock, and continue the business 
under a competent manager,—the depositors to 
continue their claims for five years. Under this 
arrapgement they would em at least 50 per cent. 
The bank shotid be run in their benefit, —all the 
profits going to them, —and would be a permanent 
institution,—the interest on the investment, of 
course, to be taken ont. If the building is sold 
now it would not bring half ite value. Withio five 
years it would fetch nearly its full value, and so 
with most of the m Five years will make 
a difference of 25 per.cent in the dividends. 

THE PALMER HOUSE EMPLOYEES 
had over $20,000 in the State Savings Institution. 
The bead porter had about $1,400, one of the 
night-watchmen $1,000, and the night-fireman 
8 all they had in the world. 

Undertaker Jordan's venerable colored man, who 
has iced more corpses than any other man in the 
business, had over $1,000 in the bank, the savings 
of a lifetime. 

SET OFF. 

There are not a few depositors in the State who 
are also debtors to the institution; and, as in the 
case of the stockholders in insurance companies 
who also neld policies, an attempt will be made to 
have the labilities set off by the de t account. 
A movement is al y on foot by those thas cir- 
cumstanced to have the Assignee restrained from 
dis posing of the notes of these people, and a bill 
will be filed in some court at an early day to ac- 
complish this object. It is claimed that the prin- 
ciple established in the insurance cases will hold 
good as to savings deposits, and, should the courts 
so hold, another $100,000 of assets, or therea- 
bouts, will disap ; or, rather, the creditors as 
a body will lose t much. 

Some depositors who have not keptthe run of 
events, and who remember the Directors of the 
Institution as they were a few years ago, have 
gotten the impression that Mr. John C. Dore is 
still connected with the bank. Thisis incorrect, 
as Messrs. Dore, Perkins Bass, and Dr. Foster 
went out in 1873. 

JUDGE GRANT 

paid out between $400 and $500 yesterday morning 
of the $8,000 placed in his bands as the deposits 
made after 3 o'clock last Saturday afternoon. The 
persons to whom he paid out these amounts were 
those who actually needed the money.

L. B. SIDWAY. 

HOW HE SOLD OUT ro DOBBINS AND SPENCER. 

Yesterday afternoon a reporter called upon 
Mr. L. B. Sidway, formerly a large stockholder 
in ania prominent officer of the State Savings 
Institution, with a view of obtaining from him 
any light that he might be able to afford on the 
history of the bank about the time that Spencer 
got into it. Mr. Sidway declined to be inter- 
viewed, saying that his name had been mention- 


ed in connection with the affair just as much as 


if not a little more than he wanted. 

Later in the day the reporter encountered a 
confidential friend of Mr. Sidway, from whom 
he ascertained that that gentleman sold 
out his interest in the State Savings in 
January, 1873. The stock was purchased 
by Messrs. Dobbins and Spencer, the former fur- 
nishing the money required. At that time Mr. 
Dobbins was worth anywhere from one million to 
a million and a quarter. He was not iu debt. 
Spencer was the President of the Cook County Na- 
tional. Shortly after Mr. Sidway disposed of his 
interest, Mr. sohn C. Dore was elected to the 
Presidency. When Mr. Dobbins bought in, he ex- 
pected to devote his personal attention to the 
affairs of the bank. It was not supposed for one 
instant that Spencer should have any further inter- 
est than that of a stockholder. Nobody ever 
dreamed of his having anything to do with the 
management. In June, 1873, Spencer sold out 
his interest in the Cook County, and moved over 
to the State Savings, which was then doing 
business near Madison street bridge. It was 
not until after the panic that any suspicions were 
directed against the management of the concern. 
Dobbins in the meantime had become involved in 
the Chicago & Pacific Railroad, and met with large 
losses. The condition of the bank at the time 
Mr, ara | sold out was considered excellent. It 
had very little slow paper. A loan of $100,000 
had been made to the South Chicago Company. and 
it was considered a good investment, in fact worth 
& premium. It was secured by a mortgage on 
broperty which was afterwards mortgaged for 
about $600,000. If the bank has the old mor ge 
as it was, there has been no time since the oan 
was made but that the property would sell for two 
or three times the incumbrance. 

In relation to the Colehour tract, that was con- 
sidered an excellent good investment. It was a

On the street, in 
front of the bank, quite a crowd had gathered, 
and some curiosity-seekers were looking in- 
tently through the barred windows. The ven- 
erable Mr. McAuley, the paying-teller,®pened 
his window promptly on time, and the paying 
commenced. The routine was the same as on 
the previous day. The needy got all they 
desired, and all obtained what they were entitled 
to under the rules of the institution and con- 
tracts with the depositors. While the run 
seemed heavy, the deposits were not a few. 


There are plenty who have faith in the integrity 


of the officers of the bank, and they propose to 
stand by them. Thus far, since Monday, but 
two notices of proposals to close accounts have 
been recenved, and the two together amount to

NATIONAL SAVINGS BANKS AND POPULAR LOAN 
BONDS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cmicaeo, Aug. 30.—Your editorial in to-day's 
Tripcne on ‘‘ Governmental Savings- Banks will 
attract general attention from the fact that in prin- 
ciple it is the same as advocated by the Greenback- 
ers [J. If such a plan as you propose should be 
adopted, it would wind ap a good many of thoee 
swindling money-traps called ‘‘ savings-banks,” 
into which the savings of laboring people are drawn 
and stolen. If, like France, the Government had 
offered its bonds to its own people in denomina- 
tions as low as $10 at 3.65 per cent, exchangeable 
for greenbacks at the option of the holder, 
every dollar of all the loans could long ere 
this have been placed at home, and the interest 
paid at home, and kept at home to be taxed, 
instead of being sent abroad in gold purchased at a 
premium of 5 to 10 per cent; the fat commissions 
to syndicates would have been saved, and the mo- 
tive to control Congressional legislation on the 
financial questions would never have foand a place 
in the minds of the Rothschilds and their associates 
and agents, a and domestic; the surplus 
money of the people would have been safe; and 
the people would be bound to the support of the 
Government with obligations growing directly out 
of self-interest, as well as patrivtism. here 
would. with such a system, be no danger, such as 
the country experienced on the breaking out of 
the War the Rebellion, of hoarding com. and 
this destroying the foundation of the paper circu- 
lation. There could with such a system de no 
rebellion, because men do not rebel against tneir 
own kets, or their own bread and butter, when 
they know it. By a currency system such as the 
Green backers vocate, the currency would be 
brought uo to par with gold, which would be bet- 
ter than resumption, and would be kept there as 
long as the people's bonds were owned by them- 
selves, and the interest promptly paid on them. 
The coin of the country couid circulate wherever 
wanted with the greenback paper, and the fraudu- 
lent and delustve promise to pay gold for the paper 
would be avoided, as well asthe certain failure to 
fuifill such promise whenever a panic should occur 
which would causeghe hoarding of coin, as,on the 
breaking out of war, it surely would be. The 
bonds could be made payable in ninety-nine years, 
principai and interest, in coin, and then funded at 
the end of that time. unless it became for the in- 
terest of the Government to pay them, and let the 
paper currency of the realm rest directly on the 
credit of the people. This would relieve the peo- 
ple from the losses occasioned by the swindling 
money-traps called banks of time deposit. 
It would secure to the Government the use of the 
unemployed currency. It would save to the peo- 
ple the wastage of the paver currency, which 
amounts tol percent per annum. It would bind 
the people to the support of the Government by 
ob! ions stronger than oaths or patriotism. It 
would save sending gold to foreign bondholders. 
It would, in short, a money svstem more perfect 
than anv the world has ever known. I am glad. 
Mr. Editor, that your widely influential journal has 
taken the position asen in your able editorial 
referred to. Although in details you do not pro- 
pose the Greenback plan for a currency, in princi-

IN NEW YORK. 
NO EXCITEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Aug. 30.—The news of the fail- 
ure of the State Savings Institution of Chicago 
caused much agitation on the stock market, and 
the expectation was that the savings banks of 
this city would feel the effects. Inquiries were 
made at the principal banks, but there was no 
sign of trouble at all. The usual business 
was done, and there was not the faintest 
sign of alarm among the depositors. This 
was accoudted for in the simplest possible way. 
They knew of nothing to alarm them. It was 
pointed out that the Western savings-banks did 
not do a savings-bank business, as that term is 
understood here, but mixed up a loan and dis- 
count business with it. Certain so-called 
savings-banks in this city, operating under 
special charters, did the same thing a few years 
ago, but there were none in existencenow. They 
had all gone into bankruptcy. Among the banks 
whose officers were visited are the Emigrant 
Savings Bank, the East River Savings Bank, the 
Bowery Savings Bank, the Dry-Dock Sayings 
Bank, the Machattan Savings Institution, and 
the old Bleecker Street Bank, none of which

from tie Chicago failure. Mr. Bard, President of 
the Continental Bank, on Nassau street, 
had advices from Chicago which war- 
ranted him in saying that the failure 
of the State Savings Institution would 
have only local effect, and would not be wide- 
spread at that.

The northern wall is but a few yards in length, 
and commences at the foot of falls in the river, 
running from them. The wall then follows the 
river until it comes to more falls, about twenty 
feet in hight, wuere it is discontinued on account 
of a rising biulff of solid limestone rock. Pass- 
ing the blaff, the wall is again continued unt. 
it méets the southern wall. This wall extends 
from river to river, and has a gateway, as has 
also the northern wall. A foot-path has been 
bewn out of the solid limestone rock to the 
water below. Within the walls of the fort, and 
adjacent to the northern extremity, is a stone 
building about sixteen feet square, with a 
smaller building of the same material at its 
side. The inclosed area is probably thirty or 
thirty-two acres. The walls, at their base, are 
about sixteen fect wide, and some four or five 
at the top. They vary in height from six to 
ten feet. The rocks age covered with earth, as 
if it had been dug from the surrounding country 
and spread overthem. The fort is considerably 
higher than the land near by, and there seems 
to have been an excavation along the southern 
side, of immense area. This excavation and the 
tort itself are covered with huge forest-trees, as 
large as any growing in the neighboring coun- 
try. The rock of which the fort is built isa 
slate copperas ore, taken from the beds of the 
rivers on each side of the fort.

We have given in another article some ac- 
count of the advantages which the New 
York people enjoy from the restrictions 
placed upon the savings-banks by the State 


laws, but it is evident, from a statement in 


the New York World, which we reproduce 
elsewhere, that economical administration is 
not included among these advantages. The 
statement of expenses for the various banks 
ranges frem $14,500 to $93,200, consisting 
mostly of salaries. As the savings-banks 
generally own the buildings they occupy, 
rent is not included in this exorbitant outlay. 
It is only fair to say, however, that the 
smallest of these New York savings-banks 
has a line of deposits nearly as large as that 
of the State Savings, while the larger ones 
have deposits ranging from $10,000,000 to 
$30,000,000. It is evident, however, that 
savings-banks, like insurance companies, are 
inclined to large salaries. 

St. Louis has entertained a peculiar malig- 
nity for Chicago ever since the collapse of sev- 
eral St. Louis banking institutions, but the 
Globe- Democrat rather overreaches itself and 
exposes its malice by printing a dispatch 
Wednesday morning statingthat six of the 
leading banking houses of the State had 
closed their doors, that a conspiracy had 
been formed among the principal savings- 
banks to make a simultaneous assignment, 
that all the savings-banks in the city will be 
compelled to go under, that J. C. Hanves. 
and Smxxr Myers were missing, and other 
bare-faved lies of the same kind. We can 
scarcely think that this dispatch was ever 
written in Chicago; if it was, it was probably 
the work of the. editor of a small evening 
newspaper in this city, who is said to be the 
Chicago correspondent of the Globe- Democrat, 
and prepared under instructions. Such ma- 
licious falsehoods fortunately damage the 
slanderers more than the slandered. 


SECURITY FOR THE SAVINGS OF THE 
PEOPLE. 

Yesterday we suggested that the experience 
of the laboring class of people of the United 
States in the matter of savings-banks, the 
generally insecure and irresponsible manner 
in which such banks are managed, and the 
want of proper protection against fraud and 
swindling, required that there should be an 
intérposition of governmental authority to 
secure the immense body of depositors in 
their hard-earned savings. We suggested 
that the Government of the United States, 
being largely in debt, with great sums of 
money borrowed upon bonds bearing high 
rates of interest, was even in a better posi- 
tion than England to establish Post-Office 
savings-banks. Post-Oflices in England are 
made depositories at which any person can 
deposit sayings in small sums to an aggre- 
gate not exceeding $125 for each person. 
This money is forwarded to London, in- 
vested in a 3-per-cent Government bond, 
and the depositor is allowed 2} per cent 
interest on his deposit. The purpose of 
the law is to confine its benefits to the wages 
class, who had been repeatediy plandered 
by private institutions. It furnished abso- 
lute security to the depositors. The United 
States have outstanding over eight hundred 
millions of dollars of 6 per cent gold 
bonds, which are mostly subject to call on 
demand. The United States could receive 
these deposits, employ the money in the pur- 
chase of these 5-20 bonds, and pay the de- 
positors 3.65 per cent interest on their 
money. The difference between the rate of 
interest paid to depositors and the rate of 
interest on the redeemed 5-20 bond will pay 
all the costs of management, and reduce the 
average rate of interest paid on the debt to 
about that of a 4 or 44 per cent bond. Mul- 
titudes of people who deposit money in 
savings-banks will soon learn that absolute 
security is worth much, and that 3.65 per 
cent interest on savings, with the security 
of the nation itself, is a better investment 
than higher rate of interest and an 
absence of security. In England, the 
Post-Office savings-banks, despite the limita- 
tion of deposits to $125 to each person, have 
so grown in favor that they have now nearly 
one-half the saving-deposits of the Kingdom. 
The savings class in the United States are as 
numerous as in England, and their savings 
are larger, and if such a national establish- 
ment was made in this country the aggregate 
savings that would thus seek investment in 
absolute security would count up into the 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 

The estimated sum on deposit in savings 
and trust banks in the United States is in 
excess of one thousand millions of dollars. 
This money belongs to two classes of de- 
positors: (1) Those who have small weekly 
or monthly savings and want to deposit them 
where they will be kept safely, and where 
they can obtain them in whole or in part 
whenever they need the money, with the 
accrued interest; (2) those who have accn- 
mulated some money, which they want to de- 
posit in safe keeping subject to call, and on 
which they can get interest, drawing the inter- 
est as a means of living. The savings of these 
two classes differ largely in amounts. The 
deposits of the first class are made in small 
sums, ranging from $5 or less to $20, the 
total to each person not averaging more than 
$75 to $150, and rarely exceeding $500. The 
other class make larger depagits, and the 
total to each person will average perhaps 
$1,000 to $2,000, and often reaching from 
$6,000 to $8,000. It would be impolitic to 
make the Post-Office savings-banks so gen- 
eral as to attract to them the whole deposits 
of the country. The idea in Great Britain 
was to furnish a place of safe deposit, with 
absolute security to the class most liable to 
be swindled, who have no place in which they 
enn safely keep their little savings. Those 
who have means can hire vaults or safes in 
which to keep their money, while the ordi- 
mary workman or person living on wages, and 
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women children, must run the risk of fire 


and . Deposits in these Post-Office 
savings-banks, therefore, should be limited 
to a sum not exceeding for each person, 
say $500, in the country. The Govern- 
ment, however, might readjly, and for various 
economical reasons, supplement the Post- 
Office savings-banks with another measure 
to reach all that class of persons of moderate 
means who would be excluded from the sav- 
ings-banks, or who would prefer their money 
in an immediately available form. The Gov- 
ernment might, therefore, offer to all per- 
sons bonds for $100, or any multiple there- 
of, having ninety-nine years to ran, and 
bearing 3.65 per cent interest; these bonds 
to be issued at parin exchange for green- 
backs or National-Bank notes. This would 
be a popular loan. It would offer to all per- 
sons of moderate means, having $100 
or $1,000, or any other sum of 
money, to spare, the opportunity of 
investing it in a National Bank at par 
in currency. The difference between this 
bond and the 4 per cent bond lately offered 
is that the latter had to be paid for in gold. 
The holder of the currency had to sell it for 
gold, paying 106 or more in greenbacks for 
it. This premium on the gold was equal to 
eighteen months’ interest on the bond. Since 
then the premium has fallen to 104, and 
every purchaser of the 4 per cent gold bond 
feels that he has lost six months’ interest in 
his , and this creates great dissatis- 
faction. 'The 3.65 bond will be exchangeable 
at par for currency. This, however, is not to 
be confounded with the 3.65 interconvertible 
bond. That would absorb all the currency 
and prodace a contraction. In this case, the 
Goyernment would apply the currency at 
once to the purchase of the 5-20 gold bonds, 
which are subject to call, or to the purchase 
of gold and the redemption of called bonds. 
There would be no inflation of currency ; 
there would be no contraction of currency, 
because as fast as received it could be 
paid out again for 6 per cent bonds. 
If the Government made the 3.65 per cent 
bond interconvertible, then it would have to 
keep the greenbacks in its vaults received for 
the bonds; whereas, by not making them in- 
terconvertible, the Government could pay 
out the greenbacks in purchase of 5-20 
bonds, and thereby change its high-interest 
gold bonds into low-interest currency bonds. 
If the 3.65 bonds should decline in the mar- 
ket 1 or 2 per cent, then the sales at the 
Treasury would cease until such time as the 
demand for them would again place them at 
par, which would not be long. They would 
be held exclusively as a convenient invest- 
ment, and would never be subject to the 
fluctuations caused by speculation. So long 
as the United States had a 6-per-cent or 
5-per-cent gold bond outstanding and sub- 
ject to call, these 3.65 bonds would be ob- 
tainable for currency at par from the 
Treasury. 

Two results would flow from the issue of 
this bond: Much of the money now de- 
posited in savings-banks and other institu- 
tions for interest as well as safe-keeping, 
and not finding its way into the Post-Office 
savings-banks, would obtain safety, security, 
and interest in these bonds. As collaterals 
for loans, they would be cheerfully taken by 
the banks, and very few men would refuse 
them in payment for real estate, or other 
property sold, at their market price. In this 
way they would help to ease up a close 
money market and aid the circulating me- 
dium. Anotheg result would be to national- 
ize and popularize our public debt. It would 
call home the 5-20 bonds from Europe, and 
place that part of the debt in the form of 
the new bonds in the hands of the people, 
making the mass of workingmen and wom- 
en, and the various families of moderate 
means, the bondholding class, and consti- 
tuting them as a body the interested defend- 
ers and supporters of the nation. It is not 
extravagant to assume that in a very few 
years the deposits in the Post-Office savings- 
banks, and the money invested directly in 
the ninety-nine-year 3.65 bonds, would enable 
the Government to recall the greater part if 
not the whole of the outstanding 6 per cent 
gold bonds, and placegthat part of the debt 
in the hands of our own people permaneutly 
and at a low rate of interest. Are not these 
objects worthy of the consideration of states- 
manship ? 


THE SUMMER-DAYS. 

A summer without fault or reproach ex- 
pires to-day. The husbandman, as he sur- 
veys his broad acres golden with the harvest 
and silken with the tasseled corn, has occa- 
sion to dedicate a special altar to propitious 
Crus. The busy worker in the city cannot 
be too thankful that the genial sun and 
health-giving breezes have purified the at- 
mosphere and left him fresh and robust in- 
stead Of debilitated with the summer’s heat. 
A succession of favoring seasons prepared 
the way for this golden summer. The win- 
ter was cool and pleasant, and so covered the 
ground continuously with snow as to pre- 
pare the way for spring. March did not 
roar like the lion, but was as gentle as the 
lamb, and the April showers fell like a bene- 
diction; May opened the buds, and leafy 
June made rich promise which the summer 
has perfectly fulfilled. It has preserved the 
golden mean, and with regular altera- 
tions of rain and sun has enriched 
the land with a harvest teeming with 
plenty. Now, having passed through one 
great harvest, the farmer confidently waits 
for the other, for which every day is as pro- 
pitious as if it were ordered by the farmer 
himself. In these great crops there is work 
for the railroads; employment for laborers, 
notwithstanding their recent effort to raise 
their wages by destroying their means of 
labor; money for the farmers, the mer- 
chants, and the workmen; better prospects 
for the future; and an eloquent prophecy 
that at last we have reached hard-pan and 
shall soon emerge into easier times. It is to 
be remembered also as a matter for gratitude 
that this glorious summer, with its clear 
skies and genial sun, its cool winds and dry 
atmosphere, has warded off the pestilence 
in all its forms and kept the country 
healthy. Our great cities have been re- 
markably free from disease. Chicago never 
was ‘healthier or stronger thin now, and 
never attracted more strangers within her 
gates to enjoy hes cool breezes and the 
thousand other attractions which she pos- 
sesses as a place of summer resort. Our 
own people have appreciated the summer by 
staying at home, because they could find the 
comfort and conveniences which cannot be 
had in the great stifling caravansaries of 
Saratoga, Newport, and Long Branch. 

The wheat is harvested and the corn will 
soon be in the garners, and the great lines of 
transportation will be taxed to their utmost 
to carry it to the seabord. The delicate 
summer-flowers are fading, and already the 
brighter-hued asters and golden-rods be- 
gin to announce the advent of autumn. 
The yellowing leaves are whisking through 
the streets. Turkeys show November appre- 
hensions.

a SPENCERIAN SYSTEM OF BANKING. 

It was evidently a principle with D. D. 
Spencer, the absconded President of the 
State Savings Institution, that the funds of 
any bank which he happened to manage did 
not belong to the depositors, but were his 
own, to use and misuse ashe saw fit. He 
did not even admit that any other stockhold- 
ers had any interest in the moneys on hand ; 
if there were losses, they were the losses of 
the depositors; if there were gains, they 
were Spencer's. The history of this indi- 
vidual’s banking career, in the smaller towns 
of Illinois and Iowa as well as in Chicago, 
proves that he operated on this system. R 
Was the same system upon which B. F. AL 
LEN conducted the banking business. Spgn- 
CER and ALLEN were contemporaries, and 
whether Spencer taught ALLEN the system, 
or ALLEN taughtit to Spencer, the result was 
the. same in both cases,—the depositors 
had to stand the loss. Men operat- 
ing on other people’s money are apt to be 
exceptionally liberal and venturesome, 
whether grain, real estate, railroads, or stocks 
are tig speculations in hand. The deposit- 
ors, having once left their money in the 
vaults which Spencer superintended, they 
had no rights which Spencer was bound to 
respect ; he would repay them if his specula- 
tions turned out well, and merely’ keep 
the profits; but, if they turned out badly, 
they must stand the loss, 

It was in pursuance of this doctrine that 
Srencer proceeded, as soon as he was in con- 
trol, to swell the Calumet swamp-land securi- 
ties from $100,000, which had been taken 


before his time, to over $600,000. He took 


not only bonds, but stock ; his purpose was to 
make the investment a personal perquisite. 
Having only $100,000 of these securities, he 
would cut no particular figure in the man- 
agement of the Calumet scheme; but with 
$600,000, partly in stock and partly in bonds, 
he would be in a position to dictate and gob- 
ble if the scheme should pan out well; as it 
panned out badly, it was not Spencer, but 
the depositors of the bank, that suffered the 
loss. 

But Spencer went still further than most 
of the personal bankers of his style. 
There is now every indication that he even 
compelled the depositors to pay for the 
stock which he bought in his own name, and 
by which he was enabled to obtain control of 
their money for speculative purposes. Mr. 
Donnmes was an old associate of Srencrr’s, 
and expresses himself as pretty sure that 
this was done. The modus operandi seems 
to have been as follows: Srzncer borrowed 
the money of different banks affd individuals 
to buy the stock, and within phree days, or 
immediately after obtaining control of the 
concern, he repaid this borrowed money. 
Dossis says Spencer had no money of his 
own, so that this prompt repayment of the 
money borrowed to purchase the stock would 
indicate with tolerable certainty that the 
sum was stolen from the depositors. It 
looks as though a large part of the $200,000 
of stock nominally held by the bank itself was 
acquired in much the same way,—either the 
depositors’ money being taken directly to 
pay for it, or indirectly by thus compromis- 
ing debts owing to the bank. 

The investigation into the affairs of the 
bank, the flight of Spencer, and the sudden 
disappearance of his cashiers, give coloring 
to the suspicion that there was at least this 
much villainy in the concern. There may 
have been a good deal more ; indeed, it looks 
as though Spencer had actually pocketed a 
large amount of the South Park bonds and 
taken them along with him to defray his ex- 
penses for the next few years. But, even if 
there has been such use of the depositors’ 
money as we have described, we think there 
is no doubt the Courts will hold that it was 


embezzlement, which is punishable under 


the statute as larceny. It is high time that 
some energetic steps should be taken to ar- 
rest the flight of Spzxcer and the other ab- 
sconded officers, if indeed it be not already 
too late. The only way to put a permanent 
stop to the Spencerian system of banking is 
to send some of its practitionérs to the 
Penitentiary. 


BRIGHAM YOUNG AND HIS WORK. 

The character of Briguam Youne is hardly 
less deserving of attention than the institu- 
tions which he left behind him. It united 
in strange proportions indomitable energy, 
executive faculty, and integrity in small 
things, with avarice, duplicity, superstition, 
and fundamental dishonesty. History will 
not withhold from him the praise which be- 
longs to an adventurous and conragéous 
spirit. At a time when our Western terri- 
tory was comparatively an unknown land, he 
penetrated the heart of itand established in 
a remote region a Church and Government 
which have endured and flourished for thirty 
years. It was no small thing in those days 
to cut loose from civilization. The actual 
dangers to be encountered were enormous. 
The plains were in posse@ion of hostile sav- 
ages; means of transportation were small 
ani uncertain, and the resources of the coun- 
try were undeveloped. Merely to pass through 
it, or to explore it, required resolution of the 
stanchest kind. Badu Youne did some- 
thing more. He founded a colony almost 
midway between the Lakes and the Pacific. 
He gave notice that he had come to 
stay, and forthwith made preparations on 
the largest scale for the growth of his pe- 
culiar people. Timber was sparse, and water 
wasso confined that the plains were arid. 
Many of the supplies and tools had to be 
brought from the Mississippi on hand-carts. 
There were hostile Indians to be conciliated 
and internal dissensions to be reconciled. 
Bricnam Youne had foreseen and i 
for allthe demands upon him. He hewed 
stone out of the hill-sides to supply the dia- 
ciency in timber. He established an exten- 
sive system of irrigation, by means of which 
the wilderness was literally brought to blos. 
som like the rose. He made the Indians his 
friends by adopting towards them a generous 
policy. He was everywhere the representa- 
tive of the church militant, as well as of the 
church triumphant. Finally, he reduced his 
church government to a rational basis, en- 
gra. ling upon it many of the old Jéwish rites, 
and not scorning to borrow from 


Obristianity . whatever he considered val- 


for instance, were suggested by the Scriptu- 


ral injunction; and nowhere else in the 


world has one-tenth of the fruits of labor 
been more regularly and more promptly paid 
into the Church treasury. | 

The Church under President Youve was a 
vigorous organization so far as mere tem- 
poral prosperity was concerned ; it had also 
every token of spiritual activity. It pros- 
elyted in all parts of the world. England, 
Scandinavia, Germany, Austria, and Russia 
contributed to its numbers. The wonderful 
spectacle was presented of an old man— 
vigorous, fanatical, and uncultivated—in the 
newest part of the New World sending out 
missionaries to convert the oldest people 
known to civilization. Hardly less wonder- 
ful than the attempt was the success which 
attended it. Youne was often known to say 
that he could have had many.times the num- 
ber of converts if he had been able to supply 
them with transportation and homes; and itis 
a fact that interdicts against the preaching 
of his missionaries were issued in nearly 
every country in Europe, notably in Ger- 
many and England. The converts were ig- 
norant and of the humblest classes, it is true, 
but Batcuygm might with justice have said, if 
he had been interrogated on this point, that 
every new religion takes root first among the 
lowly. 

Polygamy was an inducement to many who 
joined the Mormon Church, and it contrib- 
uted largely to the rapid growth of the body. 
Briguam Youne found the institution in ex- 
istence as a feature when he came into the 
Church, and he could not easily have abol- 
ished it if he had desired. Nor is there any 
evidence that he did so desire. He seta 
noble example, from his point of view, by 
„sealing as many wives as he could con- 
veniently take care of; and, at an age when lust 
could furnish no excuse for his practice, he 
protected polygamy as a sacred principle. It 
was here that his sagacity failed him. He 
ought to have foreseen the inevitable con- 
flict between American ideas on the one 
hand and Mormon ideas on the other. He 
ought to have been prepared also for the con- 
sequence and to have met it half way. Not 
only did he fail to do this, but he precipitat- 
ed the conflict. He assisted with all the 
means at his command in the building of 
the Pacific Railroad, and thus brought the 
enemy to bis own doors. Then, with a stub- 
bornness characteristic of him, he defied 
the power he had himself invoked. 

He was nota man of whom nothing but 
good should be said after death. Public 
morals were injured by him to an incalcula- 
ble extent. He Jowered the notion of the 
sacredness of the marriage vow, not only 
among his own people, but throughout the 
United States. His scoundrels for many 
years ruled the Territory by the fear of as- 
sassination, andit is more than suspected 
tha he was in part responsible for the hor- 
rible Mountain Meadow massacre. If he de- 
veloped the resources of Utah,—her coal, 
giver, and other treasures,—he also for 
many years established an embargo on trade 
and closed the country by restrictive laws to 
the people who owned it and the Government 
who nominally ruled over it. But the end 
was approaching. Mormondom cannot long 
stand against the tide of immigration that is 
pressing down upon it. A few years will 
sweep it out of Utah, and the memory of 
Bricuam Youne will exist there only as a 
tradition. It will be said of him perhaps in 
future generations that he was more fortu- 
nate in his death than in his life. 


THE NEW YORE SAVINGS-BANES. 

New York is considerably better off than 
Chicago in the matter of savings-banks, as 
the July statements of the thirty banks in 
that city show. This is owing in part to the 
evident preparation that has been made by 
the bank managers to meet the exigencies of 
hard times and to make their assets as largely 
and readily convertible as possible; but it is 
due in a still greater degree to the restrictions 
of the New York law passed in 1875, and 
rendered still more rigid by an amendatory 
act passed last spring. The law provides for 
a General Superintendent of savings-banks, 
who is a State officer. To organize a sav- 
ings-bank, it is necessary to give notice of 
such intention in the local papers and to 
every savings-bank in the State. It then be- 
comes the duty of the Superintend: nt to as- 
certain whether there is need of the pro- 
posed bank, and it is in his <liscretion 
to refuse the privilege of starting 
it if he deems it “best for the 
public interest. The rate of interest allowed 
is now restricted to 5 per cent, and no de- 
posit may be taken from any one p< vson that 
exceeds $5,000. The investment: of the 
bank are limited to United States: bonds ; 
State securities of any State that has not de- 
faulted in the payment of any oblig ation for 
ten years; municipal bonds of New York 
State uso much real estate as rnay be re- 
quired for office purposes, but not to exceed 
one-half the surplus ; first mortgajzes within 
New York State on 50 per cent of the valua- 
tion on improved, and 40 per cent on unim- 
proved, property, but in all not more than 60 
per cent of the deposits. No loan can be 
made without the approval of an Examining 
Committee ; semi-annual reports are re- 
quired ; the Superintendent may examine 
the affairs of any bank at any time he 
chooses, but is required to examine them at 
least once in two years, and to institute pro- 
ceedings for the removal of the Trustees or 
the winding-up of the Dank whenever he 
deems it unsafe or inexpedient for the bank 
to continue business. 

It is well known that overy effort that has 
been made in this State to secure from the 
Legislature a proper lav, for the government 
of savings-banks has been stamped out, with 
the result that those who deposit in these 
institutions in Illinois do to almost exclusive- 
ly upon the faith of the one man, or the two 
or three men, who are un derstood to manage 
and control the particular bank in which 
they place their savinjzys. We question 
whether the New York law is all that it 
ought to be, but if the III inois law were as 
good it would not have been possible for 
SPENCER to have invested the deposits of the 
State Savings Institution in alot of wild-cat 
securities, nor to have recklessly manipulated 
those deposits for thi» purchase of bank 
stock and other illegitimate purposes. His 
management would long since have been 
exposed, and his career might have been 
checked before he had gone so far as to dis- 
embowel the institution. Indeed, we may go 
even further back than this; had there 
been a proper law, with adequate 
penalties attached for the violation thereof, 
it is not likely that Sprexcer would have 
been able to secure for himself a majority of 
the bank stock (which he apparently was 
never able to with his own money), and 
the men i with him as officers and 
Directors could not with in ipunity shift all 
responsibility upon his shoulders and dis- 
claim any personal knowledge of the affairs 
of the bank, as they do now. 

The July statements of the New York 
banks show total assets of & 202,666,681 and 
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total liabilities of $181,478,247, which, 

with the statements at the end of 
the year 1875, show a larger increase of as- 
sets than of liabilities. Included in the 
assets are 860,300,873 in United States 
bonds, amounting to 30 per cent of all the 
assets, while at the end of the year only 24 
per cent was represented by this class of 
securities; at the same time, the mortgages 


cable to 3 limited extent in New York, 
where 4 and 5 per cent interest is allowed, 
and not at all practicable in the West, where 
6 per cent interest is allowed. The only 
way in which savings-deposits can be as- 
sured the positive guaranty of the Govern- 
ment securities is by providing facilities for 
the direct investment in a bond issued for 
that purpose, bearing 3.65 interest for the 
sake of convenience, and as about the proper 
rate to allow on a deposit bond. There is 
nothing in this suggestion which contem- 
plates giving the Government a monopoly of 
the savings-bank business, or compelling 
men either to invest in 3.65 bonds or allow 
their surplus earnings to lie idle. There 
may be savings-banks then as well as now, 
under proper restrictions, and they may offer 
a higher rate of interest than the Govern- 
ment. It will then be for every man to de- 
cide for himself whether he prefers to draw 
3.65 per cent interest on his deposits with an 
absolute certainty of being able to draw his

money in full whenever he wants it, or to de- 
posit his money in private savings-banks at 
5 or 6 per cent interest, running the risk of 
loss that must always attend a deposit in pri- 
vate hands. We are inclined to think that 
most Chicago people, after the recent experi- 
ence, would prefer a Government deposit at 
3.65 rather than a private deposit at double 
that rate, in the case of hard-earned savings. 
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SALARY-GRABBER BEATTY. 
Salary-Grabber Bzatrr, who heads the 


anti-Harrs and anti-Crvil-Service Reform 


publish a blackguard reply to an editorial in 
Tan CNG Tano commenting upon 
his apostate course, in which he says, with 
reference to the charge that he was a salary- 


grabber : 

This is utterly false, as every member of Con- 
gress who served with me will testify, and as the 
Congressional Globe will show.

Notwithstanding Salary-Grabber Bzarry’s 
venomous denial of the charge, Tue COut- 
caco Tam still maintains it. We have 
been at pains to consult the record of his 
career, and we find that, while he @oted 
against the grab bill on its final passage, he 
then went and drew the money and pocketed 
it, and there is nothing to “indicate that he 
has ever returned it. This shows that he is 
even a meaner salary-grabber than those who 
voted for it and took it.

Salary-Grabber 
Brarrr's action argues not only a willing- 
ness to take, but hypocrisy, which ‘is a dis- 
reputable quality even in a crooked politi- 
cian. Salary-Grabber Barr goes on to 
say: 

Laser any man to point to a single land-grant, 
Credit Mobilier, Pacific Mail subsidy, or any other 
fraud upon the revenue for which I voted or from 
which I profited to the extent of a farthing. 

Tux Cuicaco Trisune did not charge that 
Salary-Grabber Beatty had been engaged in 
these corruptions. What it did say was as 
follows: 

This weak salery- grabber belongs to that class of 
machine- politicians who have reduced the strength 
of the Republican party to its present minimum. 
He belongs to that class who cut down the magnifi- 
cent majority of three-quarters of a million, 
which the Republican party had in 1872, to its 
present insignificance; who wiped ont the majority 
in the House and almost destroyed that in the Sen- 
ate; who grabbed salaries, rioted in Credit-Mobilier 
and Pacific-Mail subsidies, ana reveled in frauds 
uponthe revenue and ring-stealings. 

This does not allege that Salary-Grabber 
Beatty had been involved in the Credit-

business. „It charges merely that he flocked 
together with that kind of birds. None of 
them were guilty of every form of corrup- 
tion enumerated above; most of them in- 
dulged in only one or other form of forbid- 
den fruit. Some were in Credit Mobilier, 
some in Pacific Mail, some in salary-grab- 
bing, some in other frauds, but. perhaps not 
one in allof them. Some were in one sieal 
and some were in another. Brarry was in 
the salary-grab. This is the only charge 
made against him by Tue Taisune, and this 
Taz Trrsune still maintains. And we may 
add that he was overwhelmingly beaten in 
caucus for a nomination for the second term, 
which shows what his constituents think 
of him. In view, therefore, of his po- 
sition, first, as a salary-grabber, and, 
secpnd, as the leader of the anti- 
Hayzes, anti-Civil Service movement, 
we much prefer the scurrilous epithets of 
such a creature to his praise or approval, 
When he says the editor of this paper 
opposed Gen. Grant's election or voted 
against him in 1872, the salary-grabber lies. 
He not only voted for Gnavr in 1868 and in 
1872, but supported his Administration in 
everything that could be justified or defend- 
ed, and those things that could not be ex- 
cuséd or indorsed were either passed over in 
silence or criticised too mildly. The fact is,

DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


Lonpon, Aug. 3i—4a.m.—The Daily News 
correspondent, telegraphing from Schipka Pass, 
27th, gives a detailed account of the Russian 
attempt to capture the redoubt which the Turks 
constructed so as to sweep the road in the Rus- 
sian rear. | 

Radetzky, as appears from the News tele- 
gram, on the 25th, attacked the Turkish redoubt 
from the direction of the pass, and also from 
the Gabrova side. There was continuous 
musketry and artillery fire for hours. The 
Russians advanced under the cover of 
trees, which, however, were too 
small to afford good shelter. In a 
short time they reached within fifty yards 
of the redoubt. Here they found the Turks had 
cut down trees around the redoubt, making an 
abattis over which it was almost impossible to 
pass. They gathered around the edge and 
suddenly made a rush for it, but were 

DRIVEN BACK WITH FEARFUL LOSS. 

The soldiers became entangled in the masses 
of brushwood and trauks and limbs of trees, 
over which they were obliged to scramble, 
while the Turks poured in a terrible fire upon 
them at this short distance, and mowed 
them down like grass. Of the first 
assault against the redoubt, in which 
one ,company was engaged, very few 
got back to tell the tale. 

Gen. Radetzky sent reinforcements, and the 
attack began again, but dispositions were made 
to a large force in such a position that it 
could 

POUR A HEAVY rms 

into the redoubt to cover the assault until the 
assailants were almost up to the parapet. This 
attack seemed almost on the point of success, 
for the Colonel in command said if the reserves 
were given him he could take the redoubt. 
The officer in command let them go, but they 
were nevertheless repulsed. 

The next assault was made under the eye of 
Radetzsky and part of his staff. Gen. Demi- 
triofsky, chief of the staff, placed himself at 
the head of the storming battalion, although 
he had to be supported by two men, as he had 
just previously been stunned by earth thrown 
up by an exploding shell. The Russians ad- 
vanced steadily; they rusbed over or through 
the abattis; they even cot into the redoubt, and 
actually held it for a few seconds, but 

WERE DRIVEN OUT AGAIN. 

They surrounded the place on all sides 
pouring into it a terrible fire, but were 
again driven back. In the meantime, the Turks 
to support the defense, began in their turn to 
attack the Russian positions in the pass 
from front and rear; the Russian losses 
must be very heavy, for the fight continued un- 
til late at night, and the wounded were coming 
back steady all the time. 

To sum up, the attack has been unsuccessful. 
Reinforcements are arriving, and the fight will 
probably be continued to-morrow (Sunday).

To 
cut a long story short, I may say that one fine 
morning, not many days ago, I was delighted to 
receive a bulky package by post, which I pre- 
sumed to contain delayed letters and papers 
from home. On opening it, however, my senti- 
ments were considerably changed bv discovering 
five letters which I had previously written to 
Tue Trisune. Evidently they had not been 
doomed to entire oblivion, as they all 
BORE MARKS OF CAREFUL PERUSAL. 

Whoever had the duty of reading them, 1 
canuot praise him for personal cleanliness, as 
the imprints of great dirty thumbs were on 
every page. It afforded mea painful interest 
to note that the reader of my manuscript had 
beeb aman of some taste as well as grime, 
since the position of the thumbemarks denoted 
the different degrees of ecstacy into which he 
had been thrown by the perusal. Thus, where 
the text was only ordinary plain statement, 
there would be only a faint thumb-mark, blurred 
a little, as U the passage had been hurriedly 
skipped over.

Of course you have heard all about the 
Rustchuk bombardment, so i shall not attempt 
to redescribe the scenes that took piace there. 
I will only begin at the time when, immediately 
after the crossing of the Danube at Sistova, 
all correspondents on the Turkish side were 

ORDERED TO sHUMLA, 
With other correspondents at Rustchuk I 
vainly remonstrated against this summary 
order. We were assured, in reply, that it was a 
precautionary measure, taken by the Turkish 
Government because all the Russian advan- 
tages had been gained by reason of infor- 
mation furnished by correspondents. This was 
plainly only a blind, as the Russians had for 
months before the opening of the campaign been 
possessed of a thorough knowledge of all the 
Turkish military positions in Bulgaria. It 
meant simply that the Turks had determined 
to carry still further the system of falsification 
which they had begun in their official reports 
in order to prejudice foreign Powers in their 
favor and against the Russians. This was the 
first step towards the inauguration of 
THE “‘ ATROCITY “ REPORTS, 

with which you have doubtless by this time be- 
come thoroughly satiated and disgusted. I 
have reason to believe that this unprecedented 
line of conduct was entered upon by the Ser- 
askierate deliberately and with malice afore- 
thought.”’ 

As you may imagine, it was with feelings not 
wholly unalloyed with satisfaction that the 
correspondents heard of the dismissal of Abdul 
Kerim and the promotion of Mehemet Ali to 
the position of Commander-in-Chief. To do 
the former justice, he was a man of undoubted 
honesty of purpose, and really thought that he 
was serving Turkey’s best interest by allowing 
the Russians to overrun Bulgaria and exhaust 
themselves before he should descend upon 
them from his stronghold. It is a common 
opinion among the correspondents here—and [ 
suppose they have published their view of the 
case—that Abdul Kerim was so broken 
down dy the infirmities of age that 
he was unable, at a time when energy 
and decision were required, to meet 
all the exigencies of the situation. I think this 
is only partly true. It seems to me, as far as 
my opportunities have given me facilities for 
judging, that the Serdar Ekrem wasaman of 
ability, and that if he had been allowed a few 
weeks longer he would have inflicted a heavier 
blow upon the enemy even than Osman Pasha 
has done at the River Vid.

There is no need of my going 
over the ground giving details of separate cases 
as so much has alread} been transmitted 
by telegraph to the English papers that you 
have long ago heard all the particulars, and 
doubtiess with plenty of exaggerations. In 
fact, the English correspondents have reveled 
in atrocities during the past two months, and 
have given them what I consider 
AN UNDUE PROMINENCE, 
their chief reason for so doing being that while 
they were debarred from sending regular war 
news the Turkish Government encouraged them 
ta write all they chose regarding the cruelties of 
the Russians. Wherein the wily Turks hoped 
—and if whatI hear is true their hopes have 
not been in vain—to influence public opinion in 
Engiand against the Russians, docu- 
ment was drawn up here a few days 
ago and signed by a number of cor- 
respondents, who ho thereby to gain favor 
with the Turkish autborities and greater facili- 
ties for newsgathering, the document alleging 
that they had seen with their own eyes the 
victims ct the aforesaid atrocities who assured 
them that they (the ry nag Some eg their in- 
juries at the hands of the Russians.

Mehemet Ali has, as I have stated, produced 
an entire revolution of feeling in the army.

THE SULTAN’S THANKS TO GEN. KLAPKA—PRO- 
TURKISH MEETING AT PRESBURG. 
Dispatch to London Times. 

Bern, Aug. 11.—The Sultan has telegraphed 
to Gen. Klapka his sincerest thanks tor useful 
strategical advice tendered. His Majesty has 
likewise consulted Gen. Klapka on the present 
aspect of affairs, promising that apy counsel 
given will be carefully weighed. 

Viewna, Aug, 12.—A great meeting was held 
this morning at Presburg, attended by Gen. 
Klapka. Thousands of persons, I learn by tele- 
graph, awaited him at the station, and cheered 
him enthusiastically. Deputy Prileszlhy deliv- 
ered a speech, after which the Committee es- 
corted the General, loudly cheering him along 
the route. At the meeting he made a long 
speech on the Eastern Question, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted to this effect:* 

We especially condemn a mode of carrying on the 
war which has degenerated, through revojing 
crue!ties towards an inoffensive population, ito a 
veritabie massacre, a war of extermination; and, 
in the name of Humanity and Christianity, we de- 
sire that this state of things should come to an end 
as soon as possible. We deem perfectly conforma- 
ble with the interests of the Monarchy the attitude 
which aims at the maintenance of peace, and will 
only at the last extremity impose sacrifices of blood 
and treasure on the people, viz.: when the integ- 
rity of the State and the national existence appear 
seriously imperiled. But the best means of secur- 
ing our future is to facilitate to the people of the 
neighboring State their free constitutional develop- 
ment, and to second the efforts designed to intro- 
duce reforms. The Sovereign of the Ottoman Km 
pire having granted a Constitution to his peoples, w 
desire the maintenance of the territoriai integrity 
of Turkey; and we solemnly, and inthe name of 
traditional and international right, protest against 
a conquest which cratities the aspirations of the 
most pronounced Absolutism, under any pretext 
whatever. Firm in thie conviction, we stand by 
our Government; and, if the safety of the Mon- 
archy, the maintenance of our national existence, 
the integrity of the State demand it, we should of- 
fer up, in a epiritof patriotic sacrifice, aur prop- 
erty and our lives. 

In short, the resolution bears on these three 
points: maintenance of the territorial integrity 
of the Ottoman Empire, the prevention of Ser- 
via from taking part in the war, to avoid other 
complications, and no intervention in Bosnia 
unless Turkey desires it. In the course of his 
speech, Gen. Klapka remarked, “It has been 
said that the road to Constantinople passes 
through Vienna; it may with equal truth be 
said that the road which leads to Vienna passes 
through Turkey and Hungary.“

PROGRESS OF THE FAMINE. 

Loxpox, Aug. 30.—An official telegram from 
the Viceroy of India summarizes the progress 
of the famine from Aug. 20 to W. It says in 
Madras the situation is not improved anywhere, 
and is distinctly worse. In Madura, Coimba- 
toor, Nellore, and Salem 919, 771 are on relief 
works, and 1,326,971 receiving gratuitous relief. 
In Mysore, the crop prospects are worse, and 
showers less frequent; 243,283 are on 
the works or receiving gratuitous 
relief. More favorable accounts continue 
of the condition of the crops in the Bombay 
Presidency owing to the recent rains. In the 
northwest Provinces the autumn crop in the 
divisions of Agra and Jhansi is nearly lost, and 
in the Alahabad Benares divisions it is critical. 
There has been good ram in Meervt and Rohi- 
leund. The crops in Oudb are suffering from 
hot winds. The condition of Punjaub is critical, 
and that of Gwalior, Roakhutana, and Hyderabad 
bad. There is much distress in the south of 
Nizam’s dominions.

The prospects are good in South Bengal, Bur- 
mah, and in the central Provinces of Berar, 
Indore and Rutiam.

THE GREAT ACCIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Das Moinzs, la., Aug. 30.—No attempt has 
yet been made to repair the break in the road 
at the place of the accident, all eftorts being 
made to remove the debris for the of 
more bodies. All of the wreck has been moved. 
The water has all passed away, and no bodies 
have been discovered to-day. ‘he list of killed 
is seventeen, and wounded thirty-five. George 
Love, son of Judge Love, D. T. Callendar, of 
this city, and Mrs. William Crow, reported 
missing last night ant supposed to be killed, 
were heard from to-day, each having missed 
connection with the fated train. The dead 
have been packed and carefully prepared in 
caskets for removal to friends as fast as they 
can be ascertained. To-night the bodies of 
George Rockwell and John Brajee were sent to 
Rochester, N. T.; Charles Thompson, to Mid- 
dleton, Conn.; F. B. Becker, to Providence, R. 
I.; and G. Berry to Schenectady, N. T. The 
wounded are faithfully cared for, and are rapid- 
ly recovering. Every train carries away some, 
and all, with two or three exceptions, will leave 
in two or three days. L. B. Spencer, 
of Lathrop, Ia., and W. P. Caldwell 
are seriously, and it is feared, fatal- 
ly injured. Conductor Jax Partridge, 
reported fgtally hurt, is doing well, and will 
soon recover. Railroad officials and citizens are 
active in doing all possible to aid the victims of 
the disaster. The train was shattered to splin- 
ters and the wonder is that, out of sucha wreck, 
there should have been so few killed.

Omana, Neb.. Aug. 30.—R. M. Cherrie, of 
the firm of A. B. Meeker & Co., Chicago, and 
niece, arrived here to-day from the scene of the 
disaster on the Chicago & Rock Island Railroad 
east of Des Moines. Mr. Cherrie says: The ac- 
dent occurred about half-past 2 o’clock in the 
morning. It was raining fearfutly at the time, 
—pouring down. I was in the sleeper, partially 
awake, and felt two of three slight jars. I 
raised the window and looked out, and heard 
the rush of water below. I knew something 
had happened, though I could see nothing. It 
was very dark. I got up and put on 
my pants, and the first thing I saw 
was people rushing out of the rear end of the 
car next to us, and it was not long before I 
knew the character of the terrible accident. Of 
course, everything was confusion, and it was 
some little time before those who were unhurt 
could get to work and relieve tne others. It 
seems a stone culvert had recently been built, 
and on each side of it was trestle work that 
was being filled up with earth. The fireman, 
who escaped, says everything looked right when 
they ran on to the bridge, but tae next thing he 
knew was that he was lying along side the 
engine in the mud below. Engineer Rakestrard 
called to him, but Hat was the last the fireman 
heard of him, and he probably died almost in- 
stantly afterwards. nere were thirteen per- 
sons in Barnum’s advertising car. The car was 
completely annihilated. Seven of the occupants 
were killed, three badly wounded, and they will 
probably die, and three were slightly wounded. 
it was a miracle that anybody at all got out 
of this car. One of the wounded men was car- 
ried down stream and landed on a small island, 
from which he was afterwards taken off.

She 
then returned down into the smoking-car and 
brought up another child in the same way, and 
next helped out an old lady from the same place. 
I 2 ber down from the car myself. Out of 
that hole which she had left, we took five or six 
others, among whom was the conductor, who 
was badly wounded, while seve persons 
got out themeelves without All that 
we helped out were severely wounded. 
We then went into the car and wade 
a thorough examination, but found nobody but 
dead persons, of whom there were four or five. 
By this time it began to a little ligbt, so 
we could see better to work. Up to this time 
we had feared that the cars were going to tip 
over, but we now saw that they would remain 
upright. We got under the rear of the top car, 
as well as under the other twoc and released 
four — n were ee in.

It was only by a mishap that Cardinal Mastai- 
Ferretti attained the triple crown at all. The pop- 
ular candidate was Cardinal Gizzi. and the most 
powerful man in the college itself was Cardinal 
Lambruschini. Mastai-Ferretti was only one of a 
crowd, and in the first ballot he hardly seemed to be 
in the running. Lambruschini had the highest num- 
ber of votes, and everything seemed to mark him 
out as the future Pope. But theres many a slip 
“‘twixt the cup and the hp. even in a conclave; 
and the italians have a proverb that, in these 
contests, the favorite never wins. He did not 
in this case. In the second and third ballot 
Mastai-Ferretti came more and more distinctly 
to the front, Gizzi disappeared from the lists, and 
Lambruechini fell hopelessly into the rear.

The LaSalle Miners—Record of Judgments, 
New Suits, Divorces, Etc. 

About two weeks ago some fifty miners in the 
employ of the bankrupt Northern IIlinois Goal & 
Iron Company filed a petition in the United States 
Circuit Court, claiming that Mr. Plant, the Re- 
ceiver of the Company, had not dealt fairly with 
them, and that they were not receiving fair and 
reasonable wages. The Receiver two or three days 
ago filed an answer denying these charges 
at length. This made it necessary 
to find some means of ascertaining 
the trutn amid these discrepant statements, and 
yesterday Judge Drummond, with his usual desire 
of r exact justice, appointed Mr. R. H. Ham- 
er, of this city, a gentleman who had been sug- 
gested by Judge Bloagett as special Commission- 
er to go to Lapalle and make an examination of the 
charges made by the miners. He is then to make 
a report to the Court as to whether the allegations 
are true, and whether the miners are receiving 
adequate compensation for their work or not.
